but it should be self-developed 
as 
largely as possible 
not developed 
through paternalism. 
2— Development must never be at 
¡the ex pense of the great natural won­ 
ders of the country such as the* Yel­ 
lowstone National Park. 
3—Irrigation must be 
“ followed 
through” by the government so that 
tlie individuals involved 
will 
have 
one hundred percent chance to make 
« rood on the reclaimed land.
